There are still a number of 
eligible women in this city whom 
the unit is anxious to welcome 
to a place in its ranks. We are 
sure that many more would be 
numbered among our members if 
they understood mode definitely 
just what the American Legion 
Au.xiliary offers, and why we 
place such a high value on mem¬ 
bership in this great organiza¬ 
tion, Though the Auxiliary was 
not organized till later, the cor¬ 
nerstone of its principles was laid 
ill those anxious, strenuous days 
of 1917 and ’18, when we women 
.struggled to provide appetizing 
meals with "substitutes,” and the 
small amount of sugar allowed 
each week. Some of us couldn’t 
make very good bread from the 
best of flour, but with "substi¬ 
tutes” the results were often pa¬ 
thetic. Housewives exchanged 
recipes for using the ".substi¬ 
tutes” and ’’war flour,” that the 
good wheat flour might be sent 
to our soldiers and allies. 

In this and countless other 
ways, the women in their homes 
entered into the service of their 
country as truly as the enlisted 
men on the field of battle, and 
thus was prepared the corner¬ 
stone of the Auxiliary -unselfish 
loyalty before ever the organi¬ 
zation itself came into existence. 
The single purpose of the Auxi¬ 
liary is serving. Nothing for self 
is contemplated. The purpose and 
aims of the organization lie out¬ 
side of itself in something bigger 
and of far greater importance. 

One of its first endeavors is 
.'litling to carry on the great task 
of caring for the disabled vet¬ 
erans of tlu' World War, of 
whom .some 40,000 are still in 
government ho.spitals ,and other 
thousands are struggling to re¬ 
gain a place in civil life. No 
other agency could perform this 
work so well. It requires the un¬ 
derstanding sympathy of women 
wlio tiiive themselves experienced 
the suffering of having their 
loved ones in the war. 

Tlie Auxiliary spends, every 
year .more than $1,000,000 in 
ho.spitals and welfare work for 
the benefit of the disabled. Added 
to tills is an inestimable amount 
of personal attention which is 
often the most valuable thing 
that can be given a suffering pa¬ 
tient in a tiospital far from home. 

The Auxiliary establishes and 
maintains contact between vet¬ 
erans in liospitals and their fami¬ 
lies. It assists the families of ex 
service men who are in hospitals 
or unable to work .It aids dis¬ 
abled men in finding einploy- 
inent, ami through co-operative 
.sales, helps to sell the articles 
made by veterans in hospital 
workshops. j 

It gives a cheery Christmas to 
all veterans in hospitals on that 
ilay, and briglitens homes which 
otlierwise woulil have to count 
their Christmas as part of the 
war’s sacrifice. .-V share in all 
tins is one of the things a mem- 
her.'-liip in the .-Viixiliary gives.

stater that the project has not 
been rushed through, having been 
jilanned for years. 

"We are not asking the Fed¬ 
eral government for anything," 
he said, "but are merely approv¬ 
ing a plan recommended by the 
government. This is no bond issue 
election that will run the public 
into debt." He explained that the 
President asks for self support¬ 
ing projects, and such is the 
California project. Offering em¬ 
ployment for many men, he said, 
it will be self liquidating through 
revenue derived from the power 
generated. 

Colonel Hersey said that some 
twenty million acre feet of water 
in the San Joaquin River now 
go to waste in the sea, and that 
by utilizing the natural fall fur¬ 
nished by the mountains for pow¬ 
er and by using the water then 
for irrigation for the reclamation 
of abandoned agricultural land, 
much benefit to the State will re¬ 
sult. 

Naturally, Colonel Hersey said, 
the big private power interests 
oppose the whole enterprise, as 
they wish to hold their monopoly. 
Citing the Sierra lladre work 
project as an example, the Colonel 
stated that the federal govern¬ 
ment is endorsing definite and 
sensible projects and such en¬ 
dorsement is a strong argument 
in favor of such plans. 

Rev. Arthur O. Pritchard, op¬ 
posing the project, said he be¬ 
lieved this is not the day for any 
such proposition, and that in his 
opinion America has gone ".spend¬ 
ing money crazy.” 

“We will get ourselves so in¬ 
debted we will of a necessity fall 
into a state of confiscation," Rev.

SPRAY TREES NOW FOR 

BETTER FRUIT NEXT YEAR 

Deciduous fruit trees need to 
be sprayed. The best time is in 
the late fall and winter after the 
leaves have fallen. For the con¬ 
trol of peach leaf curl, oozing 
sap, and other fungus difficul¬ 
ties, spray peaches, plums, nec¬ 
tarines with a solution of 10 to 
12 heaping tablespoon.s dry lime 
sulphur to one gallon of water. 
Spray thoroughly from the tips 
to the ground. 

Spray apricots with a strong 
solution of Bordeaux Mixture. 
Spray in December and again in 
the spring when the buds begin 
to show color. 

Two applications per year will 
prevent many difficulties, will 
provide clean, healthy bark, pre¬ 
vent distorted curling leaves, and 
insure better fruit. These spray 
materials are best applied to tall 
trees with a compressed air 
.sprayer, one with a brass exten- 
tion and an angle nozzle.
